had not seen the liglit for many a month. 
The boys, dressed in their neatest duds, 
were grouped mound in evury part of 
the camp, earnestly watching for a sight of 
the first petticoat that was to flutter in the 
breeze that swept in the neighboring moun- 
tains. Long and anxious was the suspense. 
Towards evening the welcome craft hove in 
sight. Cheer upon cbecr greeted her. The 
rocks and hills fairly rang with their joyous 
shouts. The lady was pale, and seemed 
frightened at the apparent madness of such ;i 
reception. Her surprise \yt}9 by mi means 
diminished when again ami again ' three 
times three' were proposed and vociferated in 
her honor. I have beheld lovely women 
under many circa instances favorable to gene- 
ral admiration, but never, before or since, saw 
one who commanded tho gieat premium ol 
universal homage equally with the 1'iunccr 
Woman ol Downieville,"

Nanalmo as a Port of Entry. 

The Resolution passed by the, House of 
Assembly on Tuesday requesting tin; Gov- 
ernor to declare Nunaimo a Part of Entry 
is nno in w hich every one who has the gen- 
eral good of the colony at heart must cor- 
dially cuiicur. No feeling of local jealousy, 
or desire to serve local interest, should bo 
permitted to sway the movements of the 
Legislature to the injury of any particular 
portion of the Island. Although tho great 
majority of those who have llie making of our 
1,1 wa belong to and have their interests in 
Vieloria. yet lb>y must not forget that they 
are not in the House to build up Victoria ai 
the expense ol llio rest cf ihe colony. Some 
of these honorable members, seem to haw 
held a somewhat different view on this point 
in times past, but now thev have changed 
their opinion not upon principle, but from 
lie conviction that things have now become 
po settled iu Victoria, that nothing can in- 
terfere with her prosperity. So far so good 
We may now hope for the eurjetmsrit of the 
Various measures required for advancing the 
interests ol other partialis of the island with- 
out having them opposed on local grounds. 
What the House of Assembly have assented 
to tho Executive cnnnol well deny, particu- 
larly with respect lo Xantiituo. That place 
has long enough been kept in the back 
ground. Without tegular poaal communica- 
tion, without a harbormaster, and deprived 
of any sort of municipal organization, it 
has not been fairly treated. In spite, how- 
ever, ol these disadvantages, it has thrived 
exceedingly. 

A glance at the export tonnage of the la->t 
year will enable one to form a good idea of 
its growing Importance. From the tables 
published in our columns a short lime ugo 
we fimt that the shipments of coal amounted 
to 18.177:17^ tons. Of this amount 7,471 
and 3-20ths were shipped lo Victoria and 
K«quiinal[. 7,:tD8 tons to San Fiunci?eo,2,529 
4-20 tons for Ihe consumption of H. M.'s 
ships of war nnd other steamers visiting the 
port— the remaining quantity was shipped to 
New Westminster and the Portland Gas Co. 
The above amount was shipped on board some 
two hundred and thirty-one vessels of nil 
kinds from steamers to coasting sloops. A 
port doing a business like this is surely worth 
looking after. Sound policy and a regard 
for tho proper protection of the harbor alike 
dictate such a course. Every convenience 
must be given to vessels frequenting the port. 
At ihe same time it should be seen that no 
injury lo Ihe harbor is suffered to be done. 
Apart, however, from the advantage to com- 
merce of huving it made a port of entrv, Na 
naimo by a proper course of conduct might 
be mfade to contribute materially to the open- 
ing and settlement of our agricultural lands 
along the east coast. It will serve as n mar- 
ket with which the more distant districts may 
do their trading, without coming nil the way 
down to Victoria. Would it not be well 
therefore, to erect the town into a municipal 
corporation, governed by a board of polico 
invested with sufficient powers of looking af- 
ter the internal economy of tho place — such 
as enforcing sanitary regulations, preventing 
fires und imposing statute labor. This wuuld 
serve as a commencement, and might 
receive ex tension as the population increased. 
A simple organization of this kind would en- 
able ihe inhabitants materially to advance 
the interest* of their town and would, at tho 
Fame time, cause each one to take a pride in 
supporting the local authorities in their ef- 
forts for its good government. It would also 
bean induoemeiil to encourage others to 
sottle there.

Extending the Administration of Justice. 

Some measure like that introduced into the 
House by Mr. Ring, for the purpose of con- 
Stilutiug Inferior L'ourt.s of Civil Justico in 
the Island, has now for some time been 
needed. And the want, of course, would in- 
ciease with our population. No doubt can 
now exist but lliat our growth must henceforth 
be rapid, and certain. Every provision must 
therefore he made to provide the EecCBsary 
machinery for administering justice to an ad- 
ditional pipulaliou— spread, as they naturally 
will be, over a considerable extent of 
country. 

When we consider that the Comax settle- 
ment is Home one hundred und forty miles to 
lho north of Vieloria, and that between lliosc 
two points we have Nanaimo, C'hemainos, 
Salt Spring Island, Somenos, Coivichun, 
Quamiehan, and Snawnigan, besides Saajlicli 
and the southern districts, rill without any 
other coutt lor lho administration of civil jus- 
tice than those in Vieloria, we can perceive 
what room tlure is f,.r improvement in this 
respect. Nanaimo, us a central point, would 
perhaps be the best place fut locating the firi.t 
ol the new Courts, which would, in all proba 
bility, serve lor the tequirements of the more 
northerly districts lor soino time to come. 
When the population became more dense, 
the Judicial Districts.could be divided imo 
divisions, in which there might bo held Courls 
i i rotation as many .limes a year as might he 
necessary lor the business to be transacted. 

In connection with the subject of tho ad- 
ministration of civil justice in the Island, we 
must not lose sight of the necessity of pro- 
viding also for the maintenance of good order 
and the prosecution of criminals. If a ne- 
Ceoaitv exists for constituting more courts ol 
civil justice, an equal, if not greater, one is 
felt lor the appointment of Justices of lho 
I'eaco in each centre of the more remote set- 
tlements. A. man of intelligence and good 
character could easily bo selected lor the pur- 
pose from among the settlers thoinselves, and 
might be paid nccoiding to the amount of ser- 
vices rendered.

The steamer Enterprise nr rived from Now 
Westminster last night] lirinj;iiig G3 passen- 
gers, and aixiut $7,000 in gold, per Diolis & 
Xclann's KxpreHs. (There could not bave 
been less than $'20,000 in private hands, be- 
sides. A gieut number ol atore-keepere from 
British Columbia came down, to purchase 
goods for the spring trade, and merchants 
here may look for a brisk time lor some days 
in consequence. 

Mr. lliltou, of Williams Creek, was on 
hoard, bavins come down direct from the 
mines. He left the creek on the 2Gth Do - 
eenibcr lust. The weather «till continued very 
mild above, with only about three feet ol 
mow on the creek. 

Four companies were working, including 
the liiuck .Jack ami Barker's, They were 
all doing remarkably well, mid the people 
rosiding at RTchficlu were in the highest 
spirits in looking forward to next s-asen's 
prospectd. 1'tovisions were plenty ami not 
exorbitantly liisli [either. Lumber was lining 
prepared for Hunting, and it wu3 e.x pooled 
Jhnt mining generally would be commenced 
a great, deal earlier in I ho spring than usual. 

On the Bfild Mountain there was between 
six II ud seven feet of snow, but from that 
down not more than enough fur good 
sleichicgi The Government have invited 
tenders lo be sent in lor the construction of a 
■wagon road to Cariboo from Alexandria. We 
append particulars . 

New Koads in Cimuoo.— Tenders are 
invited for the construction of a wagon mail, 
eighteen feet wide, for the heaviest traffic, 
commencing on the left hank of the b'i user ui 
Alexandria, and extending I hence to the set- 
tlement of Van Winkle, by way of the mouth 
ol Quesnel river, the settlement ol Cotton- 
wood, and the valley of Lightning Creek. 
Also, for a bridle path, six leet wide, in the 
centra of a twenty feet forest clearing, extend- 
in" from iho settlement of Vull Winkle, on 
J.isbtning Creek, to iho settlement of Riuli- 
fieid, on Williams Cicek, Cariboo, with u 
branch to the settlement on Antler Creek. 
The lineis to be generally maintained as fol- 
lows, viz-: „„ , . 

To Williams Creek — I no road is to pass 
up Lightning Utsek to a point on the pre.senl 
trail, aboot7 miles from Van Winkle ; then, 
leaving the pte.sent trail, it will puss to the 
northward "f it, reaching Juck ol Clubs 
Creek, by the lowest practical depression in 
the hills, and crossing to llicbfield via Mink 
Gulch. J . , 

To Aktj.br Creek: From the point nbovp 
mentioned, 1 miles from Van Winkle, the 
brutioh to Aniier creek will continue on up 
Lightning creek to iis source in the Ka!d 
Mountains, and thence, tiu Marmot, or 
Ground-hog Lake and Mount Agnes, to An- 
Uler creek. ■ '

A Susricious CluitACTER. — Jaints Me- j 
Adam, formerly ship's carpenter on the 
steamship Hubert Lowe, was brought up 
yesterday on remand, charged with the fol- 
lowing offence: He was seen last Sunday 
night by police constable Hull to come out of 
tho Fashion Saloon and then drop soveral 
imperii The officer picked them up and 
found one to be a letter nnd tho other a 
second of exchange for the sum of $30, issued 
by the Bank of British North America, 
and payable in Canada. Sergeant Blake 
cowing up, and the prisoner's answers being 
deemed unsatisfactory, he was taken to jail 
when un order lor SllH upon Messis. Stamp 
& Co., was found in iho bosom of his shirt. 
Upon inquiries being made, it was found that 
a man named .lames Macdonald had lost a 
pocket book containing tho papers loutld 
opon the prisoner, with whom hu hud been 
in company during the evening. Tho prisoner 
declared that he hud picked them up, and that 
it was very hard that ufter acting a friend to 
the complainant, lifting him out of the mud 
where he had fallen and giving him a drink, 
that he should be submitted to these indigna- 
tions. The magistrate ordered him to fur- 
nish heavy bendfl t.o be of good behavior, or 
suffer two months' imprisonment, '/.he doc- 
uments were restored to the owner. 

Tiik (jlAHoriK Kohuerv. — A man named 
Lewis Smith, who had been arrested on a 
warrant, was brought before the Police Mag- 
fistrule yesterday morning, on suspicion of 
Slaving been an accomplice ol the man al- 
ready in jttIK The prosecutor, Mr. Henry 
Gibson, said that the prisoner was about the 
tsjmio tine as one of the men who had perpe- 
trated the outrage upon him, but he was not 
positive as to his identity. Mr. Demies, Who 
appeared for the accused, was proceeding to 
cross-examine, when the magistrate stated his 
determination to remand his client for one 
day, in order to try both prisoners to- 
gether. 

Tun Muiiijkk of an Indian.— There being 
no evidence forthcoming, the Coroner did not 
oooaider it necessary to hold an inquest on 
ulie body of the Indian found floating in the 
Ibay on Sundny last. Wo question the policy, 
ihowercr, of not holding au investigation into 
•a serious matter of this kind, as there can bo 
•very Ultlq doubt that the uofoitunato being 
reamo to his end by violonce. The fact ol 
molding a public inquiry and bringing lor- 
W&rd the chiefs and others connected with 
ttite .tribes, would scivc to impress upon the 
i sjuu s of the natives how carefully they should 
Vtul against taking away a human life, or 
Watting deeds of violence upon each o'her.

House in committee; Mr. Franklin in tho 
chair. 

Establishments detailed: The Govrhnor. 
S.'l.KSO; Colonial SiscKBTAltY'. 52,425; Clerk, 
$1,450; Messenger, $370. passed without 
comment. 

Tho proposed salary of the Treasurer 
($2,425,1 lollowod. 

Dr. Trimble was totally opposed to the 
sum being grunted, as Hint officer's salary had 
been raised £100 last year, on the under- 
standing that no cleik was to bo allowed, 
which also was now asked lor. 

Mr. Foster thought the reason that a clerk 
had been granted to his predecessor, was be- 
cause that gentleman, alter his appointment, 
was found to bu incompetent j ueiihcr ol 
them, however, bad done very Well. He 
thought that the work to be done did not re- 
quire two persons. 

Mr. Buroaby said that bo knew n clerk 
hud boon employed in tlio Treasury during 
the pail year, and iuked where a statement of 
the expense was sit down. 

Mr. (Jury said be believed it was included 
in the expenses Incurred under the Ileal Es- 
tate and Trades Licenses Acts. 

Mr. Burnaby would like tbo matter ex- 
plained, [t looked very like smuggling in a 
qlctk that had been rclusod by tho House. 

The salary ol tho Treasurer was then passed, 
und that ol Iho clerk came under considera- 
tion. 

Mr. C'ary explained that Hie estimate) were 
framed from tho requisitions of tho heads of 
departments, staling what they thought lobe 
required; Iho House was not bound lo adopt 
them. 

Mr. King, though ho would ad vocatq econ- 
omy, though) the efficiency of the public ser- 
vice tho lirsl consideration. 

Hr. Trimble said none could more highly 
appreciate than himself tho value of the ser- 
vices ol the gentleman who filled Iho cifli'JO 
of Treasurer. Last year the House gave him 
£100 more, on account ol Ids extra efficiency. 
He thought the reason u elerk was now re 
quired, was because the Treasurer was en 
gaged in attending to other duties, viz.. in 
tho Legislative Council, when he should be 
pcrluimilig the duties of the olfice (or which 
he was paid. (Heai! Hear!) 

Mr. Truteli said one great argument in fa- 
vor of a*c|erk being allowed, w.,s t be distance 
of the Treasury Building from the Colonial 
Office. If there was no clerk, every lime the 
Treasurer left his office Iho place would ho 
unguarded. 

Dr. Tolmie said Ihut if tho Treasurer?* j 
ollito were removed lo the main building) Iho | 
necessity for a clerk on those grounds would 
be obviated 

The Chairman referred to the statement on 
the table to show hovr the business of Iho 
Treasurer's oil too was iucieasing. 

Mr. Foster thought it only necessary to 
consider the understanding, If die gentle- 
man who had undertaken the duties of 
Treasurer, found that his Legislative office 
prevented his attending lo those duties which 
he was paid for, and necessitated the employ- 
ment of a elerk, us u matter of iulegrity lie 
should resign that position. 

The question was then put and the item of 
SI200 tor a clerk passed by a majority. 

Auditor, $725 j Clerk. §370, passed with- 
out discuss'.on. 

The item of 82425 (X500), for the Survey- 
or General, came next. 

Mr. Burnaby asked whnt the arrears men- 
tioned iu the statement were. It was a very 
general term ; they might mean something 
the House hud refused to grant. 

Mr. Cnry suid that so it was. 

Mr. King asked whether the House of 
Commons could contiol tho Funds of this 
colony. 

Mr. Cnry said they could not ; but that 
when the sum of £-1(11) only for the Surveyor 
General had been granted the House was not 
aware of the appointment of Jl'iOO by the 
Homo Government.

EutTon Bums It Colonist — Sin: — Your 
contemporary has admitted into it* columns 
n letter caici. lated to do serious injury, if die 
statements therein contained are allowed to go 
forth uncontradicted. . 

Vaccination has been proved to ho one ol 
tho greatest boons of modern medical science 
und has bet- n put to iho test so often that any 
person iolllingift be convinced may easily be 
ax 

That iho City Inspector in ordering Ihe 
writer of that lulter lo remove his patients 
has only done his duty, no one can doubt — 
and it i3 only a lriatier of surpriso Ihut any 
person should have been permitted to accu- 
mulate a number of small pox patients in 
our very midst amply accounting for the 
provaloucu of tho disease, 

The lollo'ving simple directions by Pr. 
South, St. Thomas' Hospital, Loudon, may 
bo of use : 

'• The patient should bo placed in an airy 
room, apart from tho rest of the family, or il 
lliu house or coltago will not admit this, re 
mui-td h> arnlli other place. It is also prude a 
lliat all nthor persons in the house should be 
vaccinated at once, if they have not been so 
previously, or re-vnecinated if they have , 
mora especially if tho person attacked had 
been vaccinated before taking llio small-pox, 
which now nnd then occurs. If thu vacci- 
nation lake, it is proof that it was proper it 
should have been performed, and the party is 
put ill it he safest condition possible, Bali! 
it do not take there is no harm done, and the 
person may consider himself as sale us can 
be. Croni inattention to this advice originates 
Ihe fatal spreudiug ol smttlbpo.t in uerlain 
districts' ol which even now we occasionally 
heat 1 Ihe sad necounis. After the person has 
lufl his room, he should, if tho wealhci pe/- 
mil, be as much as possible in the open air, 
away Iroin oilier poisons, so that his chillies 
may he purified. The apartment should be 
carefully demised thoroughly, washed or 
dried, or what is slill belter, should ho com- 
pletely emptied, Iho halls ami ceilings lime 
wnstved nnd solution ol chloride of lime 
thrown on the floor."

News from the H.vwaiimi Islands, 

We hare files of the l'tici/ic Commercial 
Advertiser to the 18th of December, Iroin 
which we. copy the following : 

There are two newspapers published in t lie 
Hawaiian Isles iu the Kanaka tongue. Cue 
of these \» a religious journal called the 
HokriPalcipika) the other is strictly a news- 
paper, nnd is called Kuokua. 

The Aiiccrtmcr ami Polynesian contain 
lengthy communications, all about quarrels 
between churchmen. The ecclesiastical ele- 
ments of the Islands appear lo be in a stale 
of contrariness, and frequent newspaper rows 
occur in consequence. These are more (lis 
creditable to the parties than instructive lo 
the rcai'prs. 

Dispatcbfl dated Washington, Dec. 1 3d, 
were delivered iroin the clipper ship Cyclone 
in passing Honolulu :>t 8 A. M. on iho llith, 
milking tho through time only twelve days 
and twenty hours, tho shortest ou record. 
Among the important news received was the 
Fresidcnt's Message, which was read and 
printed in full in Honolulu fourteen days after 
its delivery in W'ashiiiglon. 

The nineteenth year of the independent 
national existence of the Hawaiian K iugdom 
w:.s celebrated with great pomp at Honolulu, 
on the 28lli of November. This is Ihe anni- 
versary of tho day on which the British und 
French recognized the nationality of the Hn- 
waiians, and signed, at London, a treaty gua- 
ranteeing their non-interference in the affairs 
of the kingdom; und also that they would 
never occupy any of its territories uuder any 
pretext or lor any purpose whatever. 

The decline in (he arrival ol ships from 
the North Pacific Whaling Fleet, at Hono- 
lulu, iu ten years, und the average catch of 
nil and bone, may be thus staled : In lHfjli, 
27o ships arrived, with 337,124 barrels of oil 
and 5,35-7,737 pounds of bone; iu l,sn - 2..'!-l 
ships, with .'10,00(1 barrels of oil nnd 387,500 
pounds of bone, it is anticipated that the 
whaling fleet will giro up the Islands us a 
wintering place altogether. 

Tin-: Overland Fress.— Iu consequence 
of Mr. Kendall's death and other causes tho 
publication of this paper has been suspended. 
The following is a portion of its valedictory 
address : 

" With Ihe present issue the publication of 
the Overland I'icss will be suspended until 
new printing mnlcri.ils are received, and new 
arrangements made lo place its lulure pub! i 
cation upon a firm nnd permanent basis 
The establishment in which the paper lias 
been published is a part of the estate of llio 
fota Mr. Kendall, the settlement of which, 
requiring the sale of ihe establishment, must 
necessarily interrupt Ihe regulur issue, of the 
paper. When the paper again irfnkes its 
appearance, it will return to thu plan of its 
iginnl projectors, ignore local and party 
iliiics, and devoto ilself chiolly to supplying
